Vance, Sadat Confer

ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, Aug 1 
(NYT).—U.S. Secretar; of State 
Cyrus Vance and President 
Anwar Sadat opened discussions 
tonight on overcoming remaining 
obstacles to convening a Geneva 
Middie East peace conference in 
Geneva.

Greece Signals to U.S. With Base Accord 


By Mary Anne Weaver 

ATHENS, Aug. 1 (WP).—When 
Premier Constantine Caramanlis 
met President Carter at the Lon- 
don summit meeting of NATO 
leaders in May, he received a 
decidedly cool reception, accord- 
mg to insiders. 

Negotiations between the two 
countries on the future of U.S. 
bases were inconclusive. Greece 
was seeking a special status 
within the military wing of 
NATO. and continuing acrimony 
between Greece and Turkey had 
Significantly damaged NATO in 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

Prom London, Mr. Caramanlis 
went to Paris, where President 
Valéry Giscard d'Estaing, Greece's 
strongest supporter for entry into 
the European Common Market, 
toid him that, because of domestic 
pressures, France was withdraw- 
ing its active support. 

According to Greek and diplo- 
matic sources, the two meetings 
figured heavily in last Thursday's 
initialing of a new four-year 
Greek-U.S. defense accord. 

Solid Links 

The agreement represents an 
effort to solidify links with Wash- 
ington, a diplomatic official said. 
Greece had hoped that the Com- 
mon Market would provide an 
alternative to NATO as a means 
of aligning itself with the West. 
But the EEC application is being 
processed slowly and it appears 
that Greek hopes for early entry 
hhave been dashed. 

During the Ford administra- 
tion, West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt was a conduit 
between Mr. Caramanlis and the 
is’s relationship with Mr. Carter 
is decidedly cool.

U.S. Presence 


The agreement reinforces the 
U.S. military presence in the 
eastern Mediterranean, where 
NATO's military preparedness has 
suffered because of restrictions 
placed on the use of facilities in 
Greece and Turkey for the last 
three years. 

The 44-vessel US. Sixth Fleet 
is competing with a 60-ship So- 
viet armada, and, in January, the 
‘United States lost Polaris sub- 
marine facilities in Spain. Souda 
Bay on Crete and Hellenikon Air- 
port outside Athens, two of four 
U.S. bases renewed in Thursday's 
accord, became even more impor- 
tant. Another war in the Middie 


East would make the facilities 
critical for monitoring Soviet 
Presence, and for U.S. reconnais~ 
Sance planes that fly routinely 
from Greece over the Middle East. 


The U.S. military presence is 
no less important to the govern~ 
ment of Greece. 

Since the 1974 Greek-Turkish 
clash over Cyprus, Greece has 
made major changes in the de-~ 
ployment of its troops. drawing 
forces from the northern Yugo~ 
slav-Bulgarian border area to 
protect its eastern Turkish fron~ 
tier. Tt has received pledges 
from Yugoslavia and Bulgaria on 
the inviolability of its borders 
and, according to highest sources, 
the Yugoslavs are eager for 2 
military alliance with Greece.

He referred to a 
supplemental protocol srenting 
Greece $700 million in US. aid 
over four years. 

“This agreement is basically in- 
dependent of the $700 million in 
aid,” Mr. Averoff said. “These 
funds were requested only after 
an agreement was signed with 
Turkey, granting her $1 billion in 
105. aid. Only if the Turkish 
agreement 15 ratified are we in- 
terested in the money to mein- 
tain a balance of power here. 

“If the Turkish agreement Is 
Tejected by the U.S. Congress.” 
Mr. Averoff said, “then I do not 
believe that the Greek govern- 
ment wil! ask for the $700 million, 
but the agreement on the bases 
will be valid nevertheless. This 
makes it clear thet this agree- 
ment is for purposes of bilateral 
defense cooperation, and we do 
not expect to be paid.”

The Origin of the Conflict Over Poor, Barren Ogaden Regi

NAIROBL, Aug. 1.—The Ogaden 
region of Sthiopa is not, barren 
and inhosmtahble, an unlikely 
prize for any conqueror, but it 
has become Africa’s newest bat- 
uefield. 

The region, 8 poor. arid area 
that stretches across the eastern 
third of Ethiopia, is populated 
mostly by nomads of Somail ori- 
gin who roam with 0116 regard 
for national boundaries, Excep: 
for some oll reserves. the Ogaden 
has Hmited economic or strategic 
yalue. 

But since European colonial 
powers chopped up eastern Ain- 
ca and established arbitrary na- 
uonal borders nearly 100 years 
ago, the Ogaden has been the 
abject of disputes and ill [cel- 
ings. 

Since Somalia. which borders 
the Ogaden to the east. gained 
its independence im 1960, τ has 
pressed its claims to the land 
lost through colonial division, 
most of it still populated br peo- 
ple of Somali origin. 

‘The reunification of all Somali 
people into a “greater Somalia"

U.S., Mexico Border Action Sought

SAN YSIDRO, Calif, Aug. 1 
(NYT).—The Presidents of Mexico 
and the United States were urged 
last week to take emergency joint 
action against mounting terror 
and tension along the border here 
following new outbreaks of night- 
time banditry and gun battles 
between San Diego and Tijuana 
police, 

Officials of the two cities, mect- 
ing in Tijuana after the latest 
police clash in which three offi- 
cers were wounded, discussed pro- 
posals ranging from the replace- 
ment of the tattered. sieve-like 
border Zenee to creation of 3 
peace-keeping force of Mexican 
and TS, military units or coordi- 
nated immigration patrols. 

In the last seven months. San 
Diego police have engaged in 15 
shootouts with Mexican law en- 
forcement officers and young 
“handite” gangs preying on illegal 
aliens along a desolate, seven-mile 
stretch of the border just east of 
here, Each night groups of “wet- 
backs” scramble up steep canyon 
walls to reach the United States, 
overwhelming the recently aug- 
mented U.S. border patrol. 

Urgent Appeals Made 

San Diego Mayor Pete Wilson, 
after conferring with Tijuana 
Mayor Fernando Marquez Arce, 
said urgent appeals for federal 
intervention had been sent to 
President Carter and President 
Jose Lopez Portillo. 

“In 2 spirit of neighborly friend. 
Ship and cooperation we agreed 
on some immediate steps we can 
take.” Mr. Wilson said. “But 
until Washington and Mexico City 
become involved in combating 
what is definitely an international 
problem the violence will continue 
with the prospect of more, perhaps 
fatal incidents.” 

The mayors reportedly have 
made no efforts to reconcile con- 
flicting accounts given by the 
Mexican and US, potice partici- 
pants in the gun battle fought 
on the night of July 36, Police 
on each side have accused the 
other of being responsible for the 
shooting. 

Police Complicity Alleged 

San Diego's police chief, William 
Eolender, has alleged, and police 
ehief Escobedo Lopez of Tijuana 
has acknowledged, that on several 
occasions Mexican police invaded 
the U.S, side of the border to 
ambush and reb illegal aliens 
heading toward Otay Mesa on 
San Diego's southern outskirts. 

After the latest police clash. 
Mr. Escobedo removed the chief 
of -his patrol division, Fernando 
Perez Sosa, whom he accused of 
conspiring with “coyote guides” 
who Jead illegal aliens across the 
border for $150 or $200 and often 
betray them to U.S. avd ifexican 
bandits, ἢ 

Since the July 16 shootout, two 
Tijuana policemen and a former 
officer have been arrested by 
Mexican authorities on charges of 
extorting money from Mexican 
peasants trying to reach the Unit- 
ed States, 

San Diego police reported that 
15 Mexican policemen suspected 
of preying on the illegal aliens 
had been seized on the US, side 
in recent months and turned over 
to Mexican authorities, The inci-

- ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Aug. 1 (AP).—-Alaska’s worst forest 
fires in edght years are forcing firefighters to fall back to

The fires did not endanger the Trans-Alaska oil pipeline, 


authorities said 


The U.S. Bureau of Lend Management said yesterday that 
68 separate fires had charred an estimated 830,000 acres—about 
1300 square miles. One blaze had burned 300,000 acres about 
100 miles northeast of Nome, while an 80,000-acre fire threat- 
ened the village of Shumgnak 300 miles west of Fairbanks. 

Temperatures in interior Alaska—where highs normaliy are 
in the mid-60s—reached as high as 90 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
heat which fed the northern fires melied snow caps and 
glaciers south of here and caused the Kenai River to overflow 
its banks. Minor flooding was expecied to last through 


tomorrow. - 


Smoke from the fires was reported from as far away as 
eastern Siberia. It hung murkily over the landscape and the 
National Weather Service said im some areas it was lospossible 
to ἤν without instruments, even in the daytime. 
᾿ Ab Sbhungnak, flames had reached to within six miles of 
the village.

N.Y. Army Recruiters Admit 
Meeting Quotas Through Lies

ALBANY, N. τ. Aug. 1 (WP). 
—Army witnesses have told a 
House subcommittee that they 
put fictitious names into a com- 
puter file to fi] weekly recruit- 
ing quotas. 

“It was a collective agreemient,” 
M. Sgt. Kenny Treece testified 
on Saturday. He said that “phan- 
toni recruiting” was needed to 
bolster morale because the re- 
eruiting district was unable to 
meet its quotas, 

According to witnesses. the 
phantom recruiting occurred be- 
tween last November and 
February and involved 20 ficti- 
tious names, This was the same 
period. according to Lt. Col. Mel 
Jones, that the Albany district 
won an award for meeting its 
quotas. He said that without the 
phantom names, ssother district 
would have won. 

Saturday's first witness before 
the House Armed Services In- 
vestigations Subcommittee was 
Set. Leah Wainwright. who 
brought the issue to the atten- 
tion of Committee chairman 
Samuel Stratton, D-N.Y., in an 
anonymous letter. She testified 
that the fictitious mames were 
those of bona fide recruits but 
one letter had been changed 
vlong with one digit in their 
Social Security numbers. 

This information was placed 
in a computer that services the 
Army's Albany recruiting district, 
which comprises a portion of up- 
state New York and northern 
Verniont. 

“If Army recruiting statistics 
cau readily be padded with 
phantom recruits and can go un- 


detected for months—as appar- 
ently has been the case in Al- 
bany—then that same practice 
could be employed, and may in 
fact bave been employed, in 
other recruiting districts across 
the nation.” Mr. Stratton said. 
He said that preliminary investi- 
gations imto other recruiting 
districts have been started by his 
subcommittee,

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Stimulus Lag in the West 


A gradual economic deterioration in most 
@ Western Europe has rightly aroused deep 
concern in Washington, particularly since 
3 foreshadows proionged political instaatl- 
sty. And no early relief is im sight. 

The world’s deepest recession since the 
1930s has now become its longest. Growth 
targets set py the 21 industrial democracies 
last year and reconfirmed last month are 
not being met. Further slippage and higher 
unempioyment—particularly heavy among 
young people—are forecast by the Organiza- 
tion for Economic Cooperation and Devel- 
opment if governments continue their pres- 
ent. policies.

The 
United States alone appears to be on target 
in its growth rate. with imports much greater 
than exports, although reduced growth later 
this year and in 1978 is forecast in Wash- 
ington. 

The stakes are too high for the West to 
settle on such a pace. The OECD secretariat, 
the only monitor of total economic perform- 
ance by the industrial democracies, now rec- 
ommends economic stimulus “reasonably 
promptly" in strong countries such as West 
Germany, Japan, Switzerland and the 
Netherlands. To wait until growth rates 
decline further would require more massive 
intervention later and much greater infla- 
tionary risk. 

The OECD secretariat can propose, ‘but only 
sovereign governments can dispose—and 
that. primarily, means the seven chiefs of 
government who met at the London eco~ 
nomic summit last May for the United States, 
West Germany, Japan, Britain, France, Italy 
and Canada. They agreed to create a fol- 
low-up committee to monitor developments 
and to prepare another meeting. Creation 
of that committee is long overdue and tts 
first task must be to sort out the eonflicting 
economie assessments and predictions.

Congress Marked Down

east of Congress has been siashed. Last 
winter Gerald Ford stung the lawmakers 
when he put a $i-billion price tag on the 
new, improved τ model legislative branch. 
51 billion is a nice. round—and forbidding— 
rrumber.

_ True. the price has gone up from last 
year's $943 million, but everything costs more 
these days. There's been 8 congressional 
pay raise, and their workload is expanding 
so they had to add more staff. Besides, the 
“Billion-Dollar Congress” label is deceptive 
anyway. You see, that’s the price for the 
whole legistative package, which includes the 
Liorary of Congress, the Government Print~ 
ing Office, the General Accounting Office 
and—as a bonus—the Botanic Garden. too. 
Now, you could get the impression that these 
‘are arms of Congress, because congressmen 
have been getting so many free ltprary books. 
free congressional records and free plants. 
But actually those institutions do about $300 


million worth of work for other agencies and 
folks. Subtract that, and the cost of Con- 
gress itself—your basic, stripped-down model 
—is only $699 million or 50. 

You don't find that persuasive? Well, 
these fellows are thriftier than you know. 
You want greater economy, fewer extras, 
easler maintenance? Tell you what theyre 
gonna do. They've just agreed to slash Con- 
sressional Record handouts in half. The 
Senate has decided to give up free shaving 
mugs. hairbrushes and shipping trunks. 
They're even going to put out the Congres- 
sional Directory only every other year. And 
because those sacrifices weren't enough to 
get the total bill under $1 pillion, ‘they’ ar- 
ranged to redirect some library and print- 
ing revenues and cut appropriations about 
$30 million. 

So don't worry about a $1~billion legislative 
‘branch. You can still get it here for just 
$990 million. And confidentiatly—just be- 
tween us—it's still got a lot of extras (as 
standard equipment, of course).

‘Diplomatic Responsibility’ 


Last weel the House unanimously epprov~- 
ed a measure that would reduce the number 
οἵ forcign embassy personnel who have Tull 
diplomatic immunity from an estimated 
6.000 to around 2,200. The action is no less 
welcome for being years overdue. If approved 
gs expected when the Senate reconvenes 
after the August recess. the measure will 
bring the United States into full eompiiance 
with a 1972 agreement on the treatment of 
diplomats that was signed by more than 120 
nations. 

Rep, Dante Fascell. D-Fia.. the bill's chief 
sponsor, calls it the “diplomatic responsibil- 
ity bill.” which strikes us a5 8 good descrip- 
tion. For, like the international agreement 
from which it flows, the bill preserves 8 
proper measure of respect for valid dip- 
Jematic functions. But it also places ἃ 
greater measure of responsibility on embassy 
personnel not to abuse their privileges. Al- 
though the United States signed the 1972 
Vienna convention on diplomatic relations. 
tt has continued to follow its own diplomatic 
jmmunity law. enacted in 1790, which grant- 
ed immunity to everyone from ambassadors 
and thelr families to household servants. In 
190 years. as you might imagine. there has 
peen a pretty huge increase both in missions 


to the United States and their size. The 
Jarge increase in the number of lower- 
ranking embassy personnel is one reason the 
190-year-old law should be repealed. Some 
of these have escaped prosecution for illegal 
acts they committed or, more commonly, for 
parking violations that had nothing to do 
with embassy business. 

Under the new bill, top-ranking diplomats 
and their families would continue to enjoy 
full immunity. Lower-ranking embassy per- 
sonnel would be immune from criminal pros- 
ecution but could be sued for actions taken 
as private individuals. Household servants 
would lose ali immunity. Among other 
things, the new law means that city officials 
in Washington and New York City in the 
future should be able to recover some of 
the substantial fines for parking violations 
that embassy personnel amass. And perhaps 
tt will make the reckless drivers on the 
embassy staffs more careful. But the 
Fascell bill is not’ punitive measure. Rather. 
its intent jg to ensure that foreign embassy 
personnel here are subject to the same inter- 
nationally agreed-upon rules that U.S. Em- 
bassy personnel follow overseas. It .only 
seems fair.

U.S. Shoulders Oil Deficit 


‘PARIs.—The weakening US. 
dollar is both the symbol and 
the sympiom of 5 fundemental 
economic malaise facing the 
Western world today and which 
tt does not yet know how to 
remedy. ‘The difficulty is to 
decide which countries should 
‘ind the roughly $40 billion in 
surplus income that the richest 
members of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
are collecting each year.

WIGAN, England, Aug. 1 
(NY¥YT),.—The northerners never 
hesitate to say that they are the 
only realists in England, They 
are also warmer, earthier, blunter 
and more honest than the south- 
erners, they say. But above all, 

they are more realistic, 


Porty-one years ago. when 
George Orwell visited here as a 
reporter, it would not have beer 
realistic for an 11-year-old boy 
Eke David Porter to pian on bee 
coming a teacher. He would have 
been in the wrong town and ἃ 
member of the wrong class. 

The sophisticates in London. 
200 miles to the south, still smile 
at the mention of Wigan. Tt used 
to be a national joke, 2 scruffy 
grinder’s switch of a town that 
Minnie Pearl would have poked 
fun at if the Grand Ole Opry 
hed been in London instead of 
Nashville, Tenn. 

In his book, “The Road to 
‘Wigan Pier.” published in 1937, 
Orwell portrayed Wigan's poverty 
im Such desperate terms that its 
unfortunate reputation was made 
Part of the national legend. 


Times Change 


Neither the joke nor Orwell's 
sad report describes Wigan any 
Jonger. It is no pastoral village. 


. but it is so far from being the 
. industrial slum it once was that 


Wiganers have developed an ex- 
traordinary pride—the pride of 
survivors. 

This always has been an un- 
Jucky town, however, and now, 
after a generation of ease. its 
Juck may be turning sour again— 
just in time to trap David Por- 
ter and his 9-year-old brother. 
Andrew. and all the other sons 
and grandsons of coal miners, 
factory hands and truck drivers 
who still form the gritty solid 
rock base of this town. 

-Wigan was one of the original 
coal mining towns in the region 
where the Industrial Revolution 
began. It is a measure of the 
town's bad luck that its mines 
Played out just as coal re-emerg- 
ed as the future hope of basic 
industry, and just as mining be- 
came fairly safe and rewarding 
for the men who work in mines,

Emory Holloway, 92, Wrote

92, a Pulitcer 
Prize-winning bographer of Walt 
Whitman who was one of the 
original members of the Queens 
College faculty in 1937. died 
Saturday in Bethlehem, Pa.

Constructivism: A Marriage of Science and Art

ARIS. Aug. 1 \IHT).—The 
first quarter of this century 
saw a sudden bicoming of a 
formal, structural purely sensory 
theory of art that arose in var- 
tous countries for various reasons.

On the Trail of Unusual Pottery i in n Mexico

HIHUVUAHUA, Mexico-For 

Spencer MacCallum, a Los 
Angeles anthropologist, ‘the long 
trail to an extraordinary potter 
in ἃ remote village in northern 
Chihushua began ina New Mexico 
junk shop.

‘The IMPF,. which was set up 
following World War. ΤΙ to cor- 
telaie policies of trade liberaliza- 
tion and growth after the world’s 
beggar-thy-nelghbor experience of 
the Depression years, did not 
meke any qualified judgments on 
the restrictions of the member 
governments. 

Trade Level Rises 


The IMF found that the level 
of world trade actually rose last 
year by 11 per.cent, after 2 
decline of 45 per cent in 1975, 
and that the upturn helped coun- 
tries resist the rising pressure to 
impose restrictions on 2 broad 
basis. 

“Nevertheless, a larger number 
of member countries and a great- 
er. proportion of world trade be- 
came subject to more restrictive 


“policies—especially nontariff bar- 


Tiers to imports, which were sup- 
ported to an Increasing extent by 
the negotiation of export restraint 
agreements.” the report said.

It had hardly 
more hope. for publication in 
Russia than Trotsky's literary 
criticism, but copies circulated in 
Samizdat, and a few made their 
way abroad.

Ushed in 1975, the author's iden- 
tity had been discovered. The

The New York Racing ‘Swindle’

NEW YORE, Aug. 1 (NYT). 
Tb was probably inevitable. 
Thanks to the politicians, pari- 
mutuel rdcing has become such 
en obvious consumer swindle 
that management must now 
bribe horseplayers to come out to 
the track. The newspsner ads for 
Saturday's “Priceless Day IL" at 
Belmont Park told the story: A 
Picture of three winners from 
Priceless Day 1 holding up their 
Siveaway checks for $5,000, 
. “July 2d was 


their Incky day,” the headline © 


read. “July 30th could be yours.” 
Radio commercials were talkinz 
about “that day you might win 
$5,000 just by watching the 
thoroughbreds run.” 


That's one Way to send a few 
horseplayers home happy: free 
admission to the grandstand, 
free musical entertainment, free 
Yides for the Kids and 2 free 
shot at $10,000 worth of cash 
Prizes in a “people’s sweep- 
stakes." <A better way to get 
the horseplayers back to the 
track would be to cut the take- 
out enougn so they could feel 
more like customers than 
suckers. 


But management kad io 
think of something, Except for 
getting the best horses, the New 
York Racing Ascodation and its 
predecessors have never beet 
noted for their promotional 
wizardry. When the okt Bel- 
Mont Park opened and sweaty 
commoners appeared in droves, 


one of the bluebloads reported- 
iy peered oter his binceularg 
and groaned, saying: ~Coulin't 
ther have gotie to the beaches?™ 
In recent years the NYRA buiit 
its campaign around gevting out 
inte the countryside and watch- 
ing “the world's fastest animal.” 
This pitch continued in the face 
of irrefutable evidence that the 
world’s fastest animal was ἃ 
82 horseplayer on his war to the 
eashier’s window. But times 
change. and the man behind 
the Priceless Day gimmicks sees 
a new era of hope dawning for 
New York horseplioyers. 


“We're trying to make tha 
bettors happr,” says Ted Dem- 
mon, 38, “We want a betier 
deal for the bettors.” 


‘Three months ago, Demmon 
Ths winning medals on the fast- 
food battlefield as vice-presi- 

Ὁ in charge of marketing for 
America's third-largest ham- 
burger chain. Now he's work- 
ing for the NYRA, preparing to 
use the same techniques against 
rival racetracks that he used 
against McDonald's and Burger 
King. And he hasn't lost his 
sense of humor. At least not 
yet. Ask him how he plans to 
compete with Sonny Werblin, 
and he replies: “Sonny who?” 
Remind him that night thor~- 
Ovughbred racing begins five 
weeks from now at the Meadow- 
lands, and he says: "The what?” 


Demmon had 2 good track 
record at Hurdees, the North 
Carolina-based chain.

With the possible 
exception of one-armed bandits, 
no form of gambling offers the 
customer less chance of holding 
onto his money than pari- 
mutuel racing.

McGee Putts

Pro Tour Veteran 
Breezes at the End

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 1 χὰ Τὶς 
—Jerry McGee. one of the steady 
troopers on the pro golf tour, just. 
cruised along in the final round 
yesterday while his competition 
was Imocking itself out and help- 
ing him win the 15th Philedelphia 
Golf Classic. 

McGee shot 3 two-under-par 69 
for a Ti-hole aggregate of 277.

Shearer carded one of the hest 
rounds of the dar. a four-under- 
par 67. and finished at 276, Lister 
shot 73-276. 

This was MeGee's second vic- 
tory since he joined the pro tour 
in 1967. His previous one was in 
the Pensacola Open in 1975. Yes- 
terday, he won a 840,000 share 
of the $200,000 purse and raised 
his season's earnings to $104,701 

‘Got to My Guts’ 

After his victory, MeGee reflect- 
ed: “Until today I'd won only 
once in 10 years on the tour, and 
I've spent many nights wonder- 
ing if Td ever win again. It got 
to my guts.” 

Even on opening day, Thurs- 
day, McGee thought he did net 
have a chance. After two bogeys 
and a double bogey he found at 
the fifth hole that he was nine 
shots behind the leader. At that 
Point be was hoping simply τὸ 
make the cut.
